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DETAILED ACTION 

This office action is in response to the communication, received 1 1/17/03, in which 
applicant amended claims 4, 6, 8-13, 19, 20, 25, and 26; cancelled claims 15-17, and 24; and 
added new claims 28-32. 

Claims 1-14, 18-23, and 25-32 are pending. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

The information disclosure statement, received 6/26/03, is acknowledged. A signed copy 
is included hereto. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

Claims 1, 3, 6, 7, and 23 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph for the 
reasons of record. 

Applicant's arguments were carefully considered but were not found persuasive. 

Applicant contends the examiner has not met the initial burden of establishing a 
reasonable basis on which to question lack of enablement regarding insulin analogs, derivatized 
insulin, or derivatized insulin analogs. The examiner contends that while the instant specification 
provides guidance as to how to make and administer crystals comprising insulin, there are no 
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working examples directed to making and using insulin analogs or derivatized insulin for 
administration in vivo as a treatment for diabetes or hypoglycemia. 

All other claims depend directly or indirectly from the rejected claims and are, therefore, 
also rejected under 35 U.S. C. 112, first paragraph for reasons set forth above.
